Hot. 30/57 -> Talrbanks, ilasln. About 50 witnesses saw a flaming 
oojeew southeast of here. SeTeral scientists from the Unirerslty of 
Alaska are oonwlnoed it was a fireball or meteor, Al Qeorge, exacutlTo 
effloer of the Qeophysical Institute said institute obeerrers saw an 
intensaly bright, slightly greenish object shaped like a light-bulb 
fall at 3.30 p.m. 

Hot. 30/57 - The British Columbia Ground Obserrer Coi^s had six "good” 
aigttfin^of a 070 described as a fireball from Hlle 1127 on the Alaska 
Highway to Lethbridge,Alberta. The object was at about 30.000 feet, 
lighting up the St. Silas mountain raiige. Shortly before this, a 
similar report came from Skagway, Alaska. 

Hot. 30/57 - The U.S. Army reported from Palrbanka, Alaska, that a 
bristly glowing objeot plunged to earth on the Port Qreely reserration 
100 miles southeast of there. 

Deo. 1/S7 - Hatti# 0 burg,Hississippl. An inspector of the Miss. Hwy. 
patroIx7ported he saw a "ball of fire” whioh appeared to fall west 
of Hattiesburg. 

Dec. 1/57 - Uontana, some watohers reported a terriflo e:qploalon and 
a green ball of fire and a white flash so bright it blinded motorlots 
momentarily in the northern and eastern seotionB of the state. 

Dec. 1/57 - Uooae Jaw, Saskatchewan. 30 reports were recelTsd by 7rsak 
busning of the Hoose Jaw Astronomical Society, of a fireball early Sun'* 
d^ morning,wkLoh appeared to haTS a horizontal path and then slopod 
, Tory quickly towards the earth near Rouleau. The phennaenon lasted 
2 01 * 3 seconds and lit up objects as far as 15 miles away. 
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Deca 4/ 57 - Timnina, Ontario. Sereral persona saw a flatting red ball 
oroaa tne sky In an almost direct eaat-vrest line. Just barely above the 
horlKon. 

Deo. 5/57 - Tianlns, OntarlOo A similar ooourrenoe happened again at 
i^proSSately 6*45 p«>. 


Deo. 6/57 *• Hew Glasgow, Halifax, Hora Sootla. On friday night, at 
y p.m., u object fell from the sky, two youngsters said, and was 
boring at the time and caused a fire In a field, Saturday morning, the 
youngsters found the object, which was round, about 2” in length. On 
iarestigation one can tell terrific heat was present, but no markings. 


Deo. 8/57 - Snertingdal, Central Horway. A U?0 esnloded and fell in 
tnis rural coomunlty today near Oslo, was a jokenlk. Two 19 year old 
fan boys admitted they hM sent up an old German flare rocket just 
for the sake of fun. 


Dec. 8/57 - At G p.m., residents in rarious parts of northern Ontario 
saw an object streak!^ thru the aky. An Ontario 39orthland railway 
oondueter said he saw it 53 miles north of Horth Bay. He said it 
headed for the train, then veered away, leaving a streak of fire. It 
was greenish in color. A Trans Canada Airlines pilot said it was not 
a star. One observer said 8 spikes protruted from the object, three on 
top, three on the bottom and one from each aide. 


Deo. 9/57 * Toronto, Ontario. A large yellow orange light appeared in 
t^ne sly io the east and weet and then faded away. Ho e:q>lanation by 
weather offloiele. 


Deo. 12/57 • Blenheim, Ontario* A Trane Canada Airlinee pilot, two 
rroviBeiaT folios oonetablea and two farm families reported easing a 
glowing objeot over the Lake Srie shoreline about 7 p.m. The ground 
observers watched the objeot for more than an hour ao it moved over the 
shoreline, disappeared below the horison and reappeared on the same 
route, lire. BoMrt ttoore, Sr., described the objeot as glowing with a 
"whitish to blue light." The T.C.A. pilot was flying 12,000 feet over 
Wallaeeburg en route to Windsor, aaid he*e seen meteora before, but thie 
ISH'T one* 


Deo. 27/57 - Toronto, Ont, Hundrede of residents saw a "red ball of fire** 
orosseBesky about 5 p.m. today. Ualton airport said a jet plane was 
travelling aoross the sky at 40,000 ft. at that time. l&s. Uarion Cox, 
Qrevedall Ave., said she saw the jet and also the objeot in the sky. 

She watched for 3 mlnutee. 


Deo. 57 - Berne, Switserland. A bright, luminous objeot dielntegrated In 
s snow^ of sparks, said Swiss watchers. 

Deo. 57 Capetown. South Africa. An explosion in the sky was followed 
by a *rall of glowing iragsents." 

Dec. 57 - Hamburg, West German, farmers near here said a glowing objeot 
orasSed with a roar into a field and goiiged a hole in the ground. 
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Jan. 3/56 - About 6.45 a.m« In South Western Manitoba, W.T. Manser, 
an amatew astronomer, who Urea just east of Virden on Hwy. #1, said 
a light "BO brilliant and with an odd bluish shade" streaked across 
the sky awakening him. The path it took was not a sweeping aro such 
as made by meteors but more perpendicular. It left a trail of white 
light. 

Jan. 3/56 » Island Falls. Manitoba* (75 niles north of Flin Flon, Man.) 
TaoxtfirEwell, Olenn Cr^g & Lowell Christenson said they saw a bright 
object falling almost strai^t down at 6 a.m. It passed in an east by 
north direction, about 20 degrees abore the horizon. All had seen 
meteors in the past and agreed "this wu nothing like one." At one 
time, Mr. Christenson said, "the tail beoane Tory bright and a large 
section appeared to break off and burn itself out." 

Jan. 3/56 • Trenton. Hew Jersey. Mrs. Robeooa Browak, 603 Lamberton St., 
saw a eh&iing ball with a little tail fall in the southern sky between 
6.00 a.m. and 6.15 a.m. 

Jan. 7/58 * A piece of equipment bellewed from a Russian rocket or Sputnili 
reil today on a farm near Asahikawa in northern Japan. It was Identified 
as a radiosonde, used to take xwadings of humidity, wind & temperature 
at Tarious heights. 

;2sn^8^^56 - A brilliantly-lighted object was reported horering oyer the 
gUAx islands today by seyeral residents in Vest Tancourer and Kerrisdale, 
British Columbia. Miss Jane Peddler, 1420 West Forty-serenth, said the 
object appeared to be the size of a football. Vest VanoouTor reejldents 
said that from Sentinel Bill it appeared oral in shape, fiery at one end 
and with another, weaker light at the other end. Ohecn with the R.C.A.F. 
meteorological bureau, Tanoourer Airport control officers and Air Sea 
Rescue serrloes brought no ei^lcmations. 

Jan. 15/58 - SoTiet biologist said today they were deyeloping a new food 
ror spacemen that produces oxygen in addition to satisfying hunger. Radic 
Ifoseov said It is called ohlorella, or better known as algae (seaweed). 

Or. Plotr IsakOT said it feeds on carbon dioxide and would thrire on 
exhaled human breath. 

J^. 19/58 - There were eeyeral reports of jiersone aightlng an object in 
ine Sky ewer Owen Sound, Ontario. Some reports said it was brighter than 
any star in the area. Altho* not official, reporta indicated it was a 
weather balloon. 

Jan. 20/58 - (Toronto Daily Stco*) Major Earle 0. Shelley of Thamesford, 
unt.. sale flying eauoere do exist in an address to Simeoe public school 
teachers. A language teacher at Ingersoll district collegiate and c. 
member of Flying Saucers International, said he belleyes the Tenusisma 
are "our guai^ian angels." He quoted a message from "A-lan" chief 
scientist of Venus. 

Jan. 20/58 - Ottawa, Ontario. Sputnik, flying saucer or meteorite - a 
mysterious object lit up the western skies and switchboards at government 
obsezratoxdes again. But it was too big, too bright and too early to bo 
Sputnik and officials apparently were too busy to venture opinions. 

S.V. Sellars of 1202 Checkers Road described the thing this wayi "I saw 11 
at about 5.05 as I was leaving work* At first it looked like a plane 
a jet - was going to crash. It had a tail of flame about 300 yards long 
trailing from it. Then the thing just stopped in mid-air and hung there 
for about 3 mins. Then it turned cn its side and vandshed.

SHost sishtlnes can be e:q)lained either as mistakes or as natural phenoa^ 
ona (which is just another category of mistake) but some remain unez- 
plained. These unexplained oases must be intez^lanetaryi I hawe been 
told on max^ oooaslona. 

When 1 replied that this la act a logioal neoeasity I was usually 
aeked whether I denied that there night be ether Intelligent raees any- 
r/hera else in the oosmos. In one case, during a debate on the radio. 

.ly opponent said that some scientists had prowad statiatioally that there 
oruBt be intelligent races elsewhere. He then proceeded to quote garbled 
statistiosi I knew they were garbled beoause they were my own. Z bad 
published them about two years before in an introduotion to a TOlume of 
nhort stories. 

This is bow the reasoning wenti in our galaxy, our Milky Way systma 
there ere an aatimated 20,000 billon atara, or auna. They are of Tarioue 
typos but we are going to aseume oonserratiwely that only erery aeoond 
of theao suns la of the type of our own sun,belengiBg to what astrenomars 
call the Main Sequenoe. There la no reason to assume that only anoh 
I'ain Sequenoe stare can hara planets, but ws'll make this assoDtion. 

So we hare, in our galaxy, 10,000 million stars with planstary families 
ot' 10,000 ^llion solar eystems. 

In our own solar system two planets are known to bear life,namely 
Earth and Mars, but we*11 assume that only one planet out of OTexT hun¬ 
dred bears life. This still means 100 million life-bearing plansts in 
our galaxy. How we'll eay that only one out of a hundred of those that 
boar life have the oonditiona which produce intelligent life. Thin makes 
a round aran million planets with intelllgsnt Ilfs. Assuming fu^har 
that only one per huncbred of the planete with intelligent life has 
progressed father than we have and haa aooon^llahed spaoa trawal we 
atlll end ^ with 100,000 space faring raoea. 

The possibility exists of a Tlait from spaoa, but flying sauosra 
fail to fit the bill. Ho matter what has been said they do net bshawe 
Intelligently. If they wished oontaot estsbliohed, they oould oonoeiTablj 
behare in sereral different ways, but oertainly not the way they do. If 
they should wish to check on ue secretly they are oertainly exceedingly 
careless. Besides if they were spaoe-shipe they oould newer tehawe the 
way their defendere say they do. 

All right,others might hare a propulsion system beyond our present- 
day ken. That propulsion system mii^t ewen be absolutely noiseless. 

But if you push a material Mdy thztnigh our atmosphere at mere than the 
speed of sound you produce a snook ware no matter what the system. Bow- 
ewer. no shook waws noise hss ewer been reported. Her is suoh a shook 
something you might miss hearing, whether you are calm or ezoiated, awake 
or asleep. 

The generally-admitted and usually eq^basized faot that the "sauoen 
are noiseless Impllss one of two things. Either they mews muoh more 
elowly than sound, as would be the ease of reoearob Mlloons drifting 
at high altitudes, or else they are not material at all (for ezsi^le, a 
reflection on an inwersion layer which mi^t race across the sky at any 
rats of speed without making ahook wawes.T 

The probebillty Is that those "saucers” which are not mistakes are 
a natural phenomenon which has not been obeerred wery often in the past. 

I \ised the words "not wery often" adwisedly becaiise bnnath Arnold, in 
1947, was not the first to report something unuGmal In the slq^. A few 
people hawe taken the trouble of reading their way through astronomical 
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journals goins bscicwarda froa 154?-. They found a avoaber of reports which. 
^ they were printed nowadays., would be called flying saucer reports. At 
east one of these reports Is more than a oentury old* This faot in 
Itself speaks for natural pbenonena* 

But what could it be? One might simply say that we did not take the 
trouble of learning much about oiir atnoaphare until ws startsd flying, so 
that aoms new phenomena will still await disoorery* This is no doubt 
time, but 1 suspect one which would clear away a number of th« "unknowns 
There is an electrical phenomenon oalled ball li^tning* It la ouite 
rare but seems to bs a little less rare on the northern slopes of the Alps 
where It is usually obaerred after (not during) a thunderatomir. In appear'- 
anoe ball lightning is a brightly luminous bluish-white sphero six to sight 
inches in diameter* It looke sharply defined to the eye but photographs 
fuzzily, poaslblT beeauss it emits a great deal of ultra-violst light ’Ahicl} 
is not seen by the aye but registers on film. Being what it is it should 
produce a radar image. 

Ball lightning usually hoTere around for a few minutes, tr^v'elXinii 
along an electric conductor, like a wire fence, if there is one* Then it 
finds a audden end, Sometlmee it blows up like an ezplosire charge, 
causing minor damage, Sometimes the sphere eeems to collapse in itself;, 
which produces the optical effect of withdrawing at a fantastic rate of 
speed, I don't know of a single osse that did not take place in the 
mountains - the only western hemisphere report I know came from Benrer ' 
heaoe one might suspect thst sea lerel air is too dsnse to permit its 
formation. 

Could the "unknowa" which were sharply seen sareral thousand fast up 
Jby pilots* and whioh reglatsrsd on radar but photographed fuzzily, hawe 
>en just oases of ball lightning? Bereonally I think so* As for Tiaiticg 
spacsshlps, X take the ease position as that Air force officer mentioned 
In earlier article* 1 will be convinced. If X am shown "\9reckage*machine^ 
or bodies*”
